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(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To reproduce the human- 
like attitude of an umpire in a video game device 
simulating a game having the umpire. 
SOLUTION: The umpire intentionally makes a biased 
judgment to treat a prescribed player or team 
advantageously or disadvantageous^ in the game having 
the umpire.

[Related Art] In various sporting activities, 
umpires exist in many cases . An umpire judges whether 
respective activities comply with a rule.. The umpire 
is required to always make correct and unchanging 
judgements. The same holds true for the case where 
various sporting activities are played in video games .

[Problems to be Solved by the Invention] In fact, 
the judgements made by a human vary delicately 
according to individuals, places and/or times. There 
may be cases where incorrect judgements are made. When 
executing various kinds of sporting activities in 
conventional video game apparatuses, this kind of 
humanity lacks, and such a robot- like feature of 
completing predetermined tasks in a straight- forward 
manner should be improved.

To solve this problem, the invention according to 
claim 1 is characterized in that, in a game having an 
umpire, the umpire makes a biased judgement 
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intentionally to treat a predetermined player or team 
advantageously or disadvantageously. 

[0006] The invention according to claim 2 is 
characterized in that, in claim 1, a violation 
determining variable is provided for storing the 
judgement made by the umpires as a value, and the 
violation determining variable is added or subtracted 
so that the predetermined player or team is treated 
advantageously or disadvantageously. 

[0007] The invention according to claim 3 is 
characterized in that, in claim 2, a plurality of the 
umpires are provided, and the violation determining 
variable is added or subtracted based upon the 
judgements made by the plurality of umpires so that 
the predetermined player of team is treated 
advantageously or disadvantageously, thus reflecting 
the judgments of all of the umpires on the violation 
determining variable. 
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
